Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 1 12 first paragraph rejections of record were mainly discussed. 
Mr. Brown asserted that it would not be undue experimentation for one of ordinary skill in the art to make the claimed 
morphology for the primary particles given the general disclosed conditions. The Examiner disagreed because the 
morphology appears to also depend on the elemental substitution in the lithium manganate compound and there 
appears to be unpredictability in the method used to obtain the substantially octahedral primary particles for the 
reasons of record. Mr. Brown also stated that the use of consisting essentially of language is supported by the 
specification which states that the positive electrode consists of primary particles mostly having morphology as 
claimed. In response, the Examiner stated that "mostly" is not defined in the specification and does not support the 
claim language "consisting essentially of." Mr. Brown also asserted that present applicant discovered the morphology 
which gives good resistance properties for the battery and that the benefit of this morphology in battery performance 
was not disclosed by the prior art. In response, the Examiner stated that the morphology need not be recognized by 
the prior art because it is inherent in the prior art product of lithium manganate subsituted with the same elements as 
those disclosed in the specification and manufactured under similar, if not, identical conditions as those in the instant 
specification. 
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
